Lewis' United Mine Workers. 


Widespread Suffering 


The chamber reported that it had 


surveyed areas In 10 "principal bi- 
tuminous coal using states," with 
this result: 


"With an average of less than 


seven days' supply in 
dealers' 


hand* In 36 average sized towns 
surveyed, telegraphed advices from 
Chambers of Commerce in these 
cities reveal that widespread suf 
feting and hardship has been avert- 
ed so far primarily because of the 
unseasonably mild weather." 


The statement said that in some 


places such hardship is "only a 
matter of hours away."

Wonder Acth

Is being stopped in its tracks 
by the wonder harmone, Acth, 
three cancer experts report. 


Five patients treated with the 


hormone all have made dramatic 
recoveries, Drs. O. H. Pearson, J. 
P. Eliel and T. R. Talbot, Jr., of 
the Sloan-Kettering Institute and 
Memorial hospital, said last night. 


One child had a relapse three 


weeks later, but again was brought 
back to health with Acth. The 
ethers, two children and 
two 


adults, still were well one day to 
five weeks after getting the hor- 
mone. They had almost no signs 
of the disease. They had received 
daily injections for 24 to 30 days. 


Whether they will have relapses 


isn't yet known, Dr. Pearson said. 
He said these recoveries still must 
be called temporary and incom- 
plete. 


Other treatments bring tempor- 


ary recoveries in lukemia. 
But 


the best of these has been only 
about 30 per cent effective in chil-

veterans as security 


for indebtedness due an individual 
or firm." 


It added that it issued the an- 


nouncement "after 
noting 
that 


some veterans have directed that 
their checks be mailed to certain 
business establishments in vari- 
ous localities " 


"We have no choice but to hon- 


or such requests, since the voter- 
nn has the right to have his check 
mailed to any address he desig- 
nates," VA said.

Allergy Expert Warns of 
Hazards of Antihistamine! 


A Northwestern University al- 


ergy expert today warned that 
over-the-counter 
sale and self- 


prescription of the potent antihis- 
amine drugs is creating a great 
public hazard that has already 
resulted in fatalities." 


Dr. Samuel M. Feinberg, past 


president of the Chicago Society 
of Allergy and head of the Allergy 
Research Laboratory 
of 
North- 


western's 
Medical 
School, said 


that antihistaminic drugs proper- 
y used are a worthwhile advance- 
ment, but he added that "their 
current misuse has 
resulted in 


neglect of serious conditions, such 
as asthma, where they are of al- 
most no help." 


Publicity Premature 


Dr. Feinberg continued, "The 


public should be made aware that 
Jie publicity 
with 
regard 
to 


ACTH and Cortisone in allergy is 
premature, that the experiments 
are inconclusive, that the mate- 
rial available is not enough for 
one allergic person in 10,000." He 
added that the indications are that 
prolonged use of these hormones 
n a person is "fraught with great 
danger of production of serious 
body changes such as 
diabetes, 


high blood pressure, and secon- 
dary1 sex changes." 


The allergist 
spoke 
to 
the 


Northwestern University Associ- 
ates at a luncheon in the Chicago 
club today. 
He said that much 


has been done to combat allergic 
diseases, but a great deal more 
progress is needed. 
He declared 


that thf Northwestern laboratory 
and others were investigating the 
mystery of failure to find causes 
of allergy in large numbers of in- 
dividuals. 


Allergy Research 


Other research, he said, has to 


do with the entire mechanism of 


what make* a person allergic, fur- 
ther "work In the effects of weath- 
er and climate on allergic symp- 
toms, and the development of inoie 
effective symptomatic drugs Dr. 
Feinberg said that some acute in- 
fectious diseases, such as scarlet 
fever and pneumonia, have been 
known to give 
chronic 
asthma 


sufferers temporary 
relief 
from 


the allergy, so he and his assist- 
ants are working to find the me- 
chanism or substance responsible 
for this action. 


Dr. Feinberg defined an allergy 


as "a changed response of the 
body to substances 
not usually 


producing that response," 
• com- 


menting that the word has been 
extended from the old application 
to hay fever and asthma to the 
point where it is a familiar house- 
hold word. He said that allergies 
affect approximately 
15,000,000 


people in the U. S., many of them 
with disabling conditions such as 
asthma. 


The allergy expert declared that 


the best testing technique for de- 
termining allergies is a series of 
skin tests. He added that "fads," 
such as the bloodcount method, 
are regarded as valueless by the 
majority of socialists." 


He said present-day treatments 


"include the avoidance of things 
that can be avoided or 
the im- 


munizing 
injections 
with 
sub- 


stances, mainly air-borne, which 
cannot be avoided." ,He pointed 
out that this immunization treat- 
ment is effective in giving relief 
to the majority of patients whose 
sensitivity is . known. 
He added, 


however, that while this is the 
best known treatment of allergy, 
"the immunization is 
far 
from 


perfect because of the length of 
treatment frequently required and 
the insufficient 
immunity 
often 


obtainable."

No one claims 
that the antihistammes act on the 
viruses, so what do they do? The 
answer seems to be that at the be- 
ginning some colds are partly rl- 
lergy and the delicate lining of the 
nose and throat become highly 
sensitive to the proteins of the in- 
vading virus.

This causes sneezing, running of 


the nose, and the usual miserable 
symptoms. It is known that in al- 
lergy chemical substances known 
as histammes are produced; hence 
gving other substances which neu- 
tralize or combat these histamines 
may help the symptoms of an *!• 
lergy. 
This is the reason for giving an 


tihistammes at the beginning o 
a cold—in the hope that it wil 
conquer the allergy part of th< 
cold and allow the body a chanc 
to overcome the virus.
